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Gentlemen of the Legislative Assembly : 

The Third Regular Session of your body has commenced ; 
and it is the duty of the Executive, under your invitation, to com- 
municate with you upon such subjects as he may deem right and 
proper, and for the best interests of the State. 

Ido not feel called upon, in making this communication, to 
recommend measures for your adoption ; as my connection with 
your honorable body must necessarily close at.a very early date, 
or before your. deliberations shall have assumed a Legislative . 
form. I shall confine myself" to-such reports as usually come from 
the Executive Department and those especially .enjoined upon 
the Governor by the Constitution, 

While our common country has been afflicted, and still suffers, 
from the greatest calamity a people can experience, our own State 
has been visited by scourges which, though relieved from the hor- 
rors of civil war, has resulted in the loss of immense quantities of 
property, the depriving of many of our citizens of their homes, or 
the means of support, and seriously crippling, for the present, the 
Agricultural interests of the State. Indeed, the high waters of 
December last did more than destroy property, and desolate 
homes; and many human lives were: lost, while attempting to 
escape the floods, or generously assisting to relieve others from 
their perils. : 

The unprecedented cold weather which: followed upon the heels 
of the inundation, seemed to be more disastrous to thé farmer than 


the high waters. Stock which eseapedthe floods, seemed to be ` 


reserved for a harder fate : to perish from cold and starvation. — 
It is estimated that full one-half of the horned cattle in the State 
perished, during last winter, either by drowning, freezing or.star- 
vation. Probably one third of the horses, mules and hogs per- 
ished from the same causes, f 
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These are great and trying calamities ; such as the people will 
[feel] for years to come. Still, it might have been worse; had it 
rained for two weeks,and continued warm as it was, the whole valley 
of the Willamette would have been covered with water from moun- 
tain to mountian ; when the whole country must have been deso- 
lated, and, in a measure, depopulated. So, when we reflect that 
the country is still left with the means for the support of all, that 
we have been blessed with a genial season, and an abundant har- 
vest, and above all, a singular healthy summer, we have gréat 
reason to be thankful to Almighty God. 

Herewith, I transmit an abstract of the report of A. P. Denni- 
son, Recruiting Officer, appointed by the Governor to recruit the 
Company of mounted Volunteers called for by Col. George 
Wright, of the Regular Army, on the 12th day of September, 
1861. Appended thereto will be found a copy of the requisition 
of Col. Wright upon the Governor, his proclamation calling for 
Volunteers, and the subsequent orders disbanding them. It will 
be seen from the report of the Recruiting Officer that the expenses 
incurred in recruiting, including all charges, or accounts, amount 
in the aggregate, to the sum of nineteen hundred and eighty-five 
25-100 dollars. 

The Reeruiting Officer recommends provisions for its early pay- 
ment—in which I fully concur. The call was made in good faith, 
those whe came forward and volunteered to serve their country 
did it in good faith, and those who furnished the supplies, trans- 
portation, &c., doubtless did it in good faith, and are justly enti- 
tled to their pay. 

There hare been one hundred and forty-eight applications for 
land, under the Act of the Legislature of the 19th of October, 


- 1860, amounting, in the aggregate, to twenty-one thousand six 


hundred and ‘eighty-seven 92-100 acres. Before any applications 
were approved, the views of the Gofernor, as to the probabilities 
of persons holding under, and by virtue of said Act, were given 
tothe public. Further examinations have strengthened the views 
then entertained. ‘On the 4th day of December, 1860, a copy of 
the Act, together witha letter soliciting the views of the Com- . 
missioner of the General Land Office, as to the validity of the 
law, was transmitted to that Department. The Commissioner 
replied, “ that the Act of the Legislature is in conflict with the laws 
of the United States, dc.” Copy of hisletter is herewith transmitted. 

It is now believed that difficulties.growiny out of these locations 
will be experienced at an earlier day than heretofore anticipated. 
It ds very «clear that, without additional Congressional action, 
claimanta can hold in no less quantities than 320 acres, and that 
in-eompact form; nor can any of the proceeds of such land be 
diverted te any other purposes than internal improvements. But 
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when the land sales come off, which are proclaimed for October 
next, what is to hinder these lands fiom being offered and sold? 
The Land Officers in this State have no knowledge as to what 
lands have been located, under this Act; and, if they had, they 
would have no authority to withhold them from market, after be- 
ing offered by the Presidents proclamation. It is true, those lo- 
cating lands under this Act, were informed of the difficulties they 
would be most likely to experience in obtaining titles. But the 
State is, in good faith, bound to every claimant for a patent. 

By an act of the Legislative Assembly, passed at the session of 
1860, the Governor was “authorized to select the lands and salt 
springs granted to the State by the act for the admission of Ore- 
gon into the Uuion.” T, at an early day, addressed a communication 
to the Commissioner of the General Land Office, asking such 
instructions as would enable me to select and locate these lands. 
and salt springs. The answer received referred to the five hun- 
dred thousand acres granted to each of the new States ; I imme- 
diately forwarded another communication enclosing a copy of that. 
part of the act for the admission of Oregon, which makes the 
grant in question ; to this, no reply has been received. 1 then 
addressed a note to the Hon. J. W. Nesmith, in which I requested 
him to see the Commissioner and give the matter his personal 
attention. Through the interposition of Senator Nesmith I was 
assured that the instructions were then in course of preparation, 
and that they would be forwarded at an early day. As yet, how- 
ever, no instructions have been received and the lands are not 
selected. 

In my communication to the Legislative Assembly of the 24th 
of September, 1860, I called “attention to the acts of Congress 
of September, 28th, 1850, also, the Act of March 12th, 1860.” 
By these acts all the swamp and overflowed land remaining 
unsold are granted to the several States within which they 
are situated ; copies of these acts together with a communi- 
cation from the Commissioner of the General Land Office were 
then submitted to the Legislature, and action by that body invi- 
ted. By communication from the Governor of the 18th of Octo- 
ber, 1860, the attention of the Legislature was again called to the 
same subject, but that body did not choose to take any action in 
the premises. If there should be no exception made in favor of 
the State by the President’s proclamation offering the public 
lands in Oregon for sale, we will most likely have forfeited our 
right to the overflowed and other lands granted to the State. 

Our Penitentiary, and the manner in which ifs affairs are 
administered, are a disgrace to the State, and are not a terror to 
the evildoer ; and we need not hope for a better state of things 
while the present policy in conducting its affairs prevails, and the

buildings remain unimproved. I am not aware that the leasing 
system should be hurriedly abandoned, but that the State should 
have an officer at the Penitentiary who should have a general 
supervising control over the prison and its inmates, there can be 
no doubt, 

Tn my communication to the Legislature of the 24th of Sep- 
tember, 1860, I took occasion to speak of the condition of the 
building, and the unsuitableness of the grounds on which it is 
located. These remarks, then’ made, appear to be applicable at 
the present time. 

Since my last report to the Legislature, the pardoning power 
has been exercised in favor of thirteen convicts in the Pen- 
itentiary, and one has been discharged from confinement in 
the jail for Multnomah county, copies of these pardons are here- 
with transmitted, and I respectfully refer yon to them as contain- 
ing a brief statement of the reasons for which they were granted. 

By the act of October 19th, 1860, “the sum of four hundred 
dollars is annually appropriated for the purchase of books” for 
the State Library, “to be expended under the direction of the 
Governor.” This object hag not been accomplished ; the money 
appropriated has not been drawn from the Treasury, and no 
books have been added to the Library by purchases. The Secre- 
tary of State (ex-officia auditor) construing the law to mean that 
“there was no money placed at the disposal of the Governor,” 
and an unsuccessful effort having been made to purchase books in 
the city of New York on the faith of the State, by a very expe- 
rienced and capable agent, it was deemed proper to let the matter 
rest where it was until the Legislature should make the law more 
clear, or some other person be charged with its administration. 

There has been received into the Treasury during the last two 
fiscal years (per Auditor’s Report) ending on the 8th day of 
September, 1862, the sum of 91,780 04-100 dollars; of this 
amount ninety-one thousand five hundred and ninety-six 04-100 
dollars has been raised from direct taxes, and one hundred 
and ninety-two dollars from all other sources. On the%th day 
of September, 1860, which closed the last two preceding fiscal 
years, there remained in the Treasury the sum of three thousand 
eight hundred and ninety-nine 01-100 dollars, which, added to the 
above, makes an aggregate sum of ninety-five thousand six hun- 
dred and eighty-seven 05-100 dollars, paid into the Treasury dur- 
ing the last two fiscal years ending September "th, 1862. There 
has been disbursed during the same period the sum of fifty-five 
thousand three hundred and seventy-two 39-100 dollars, leaving 
a balance in the Treasury on the "th day of September, 1862, of 
forty thousand three hundred and fourteen 66-100 dollars. 

Tt has been found that, under an economical administration, the 
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present levy of two mills on the dollar will raise a greater 


amount of funds than is required to meet the current expenses of ' 


our State Government. 

I have thought proper to call your attention to what has prob- 
ably not escaped your observation, the act of June 2d, 1859, enti- 
tled “An Act to regulate the Treasury Department.” This act 
provides that the official term of the Governor of this State shall 
commenceson the second Monday of September, 1862, and every 
four years thereafter." This is the day on which the Legislature 
meets, and if it should so happen that there should not be a quo- 
rum present, or from any cause an osganization should not be 
perfected in both branches on the day fixed by law, the Legisla- 
ture could not count the vote and declare the election ; conse- 
quently the new Governor could not be inaugurated. This 
would open a question as to whether the Governor elect, the day 
fixed by law having passed, could qualify at some future day. 
This may seem to be a question easy to settle on just principles, 
and [believe itis; but it is easy to see that such a question 
would be settled according to the wishes of the party having the 
Legislature, be those what they might. ` 

But, aside from any suppositions, in a case of this kind, there is 
a practical wrong in the new Governor assuming the office on 
the first day of the session. It is not to be expected that the 
Legislature can organize at all times, and transact any business 
on. the first day of its meeting, and even if it should, when the 
new Governor is qualified the old one is disqualified, and yet it is 
his duty to report to the Legislature his official acts for the last 
two preceding years. This he must do while he is Governor, or 
he cannot do it at all; and, assuming a quorum to be present, it is 
not to be supposed that the Legislature can meet, organize, 
receive a message from the old Governor, count and declare the 
vote, and inaugurate the new Governor all on the first day. It 
may happen when that body is not divided in politics, but where 
parties are anything like equally balanced, it will be impossible. 

It is with no little pleasure that in making this, my last official 
communication to you, 1 am able to say that, during the four 
years and upwaids which have elapsed since 1 assumed the duties 
of the office, which I now yield into the hands of my successor, 
that peace, health, and with the exception of some Providential 
calamities, prosperity has reigned throughout our young State. ~ 
Strict economy has been observed in making appropriations ; and 
those made for the ordinary expenses of Government have been 
sufficient to meet the salaries of officers. ` 

During my official services I have been called upon in that 
capacity to visit the Penitentiary ; having been informed by those 
in charge of that institution, that on a certain day the Peniten- 
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tiary would be abandoned, and that food would no longer be 
furnished for the prisoners. Under the law, in case of aban- 
donment, it is the duty of the Governor to take the Penitentiary 
in charge, and provide for its being kept in such a manner as pre- 
scribed by law. For that purpose I visited Portland, and after 
repeated conversations with the Lessees, they concluded not to 
abandon the Penitentiary at that time, but that they would con- 
tizue to keep it until your present meeting. ^ 

No extra allowance or pay has been received for expenses in- 
curred in performing such extraordinary services ; indeed, not a 
dollar has been drawn from Treasury for incidental expenses of 
the Executive during my term of office. 

I have felt it to be a duty I owe to the country and to myself, 
and probably to your honérable body, to make the foregoing 
statement and suggestions; and I have been as brief as I know 
how io be. I cannot hope that anything that I might say would 
meet your approval, or the approval of those who differ with me 
as to the policy adopted, and being carried out by the President 
of the United States at this time, But no true friend of his 
country will bow in silent submission to its ruin; no real patriot 
will acquiesce in the entire subversion of the charter of the peo- 
ples liberties, and a denial of all the civil and political rights 
enjoyed by other civilized people. No man having any respect 
for himself, or for humanity, onght to remain. silent and see him- 
self stripped of his property, and his family beggared and degraded 
beneath the Jevel of an inferior race, who enjoy their new and 
exclusive privileges at the hands of those who have desolated our 
country, abolished our institutions, rights and freedom, and threaten 
all with death or imprisonment who do not silently acquiesce in 
their feast of blood and carnage. Se 

But a few short months ago, when it was predicted by real 
Union men—lovers of their country and its institutions—that the 
war could not be prosecuted without the destruction of the Con- 
stitution, and that the abolition of slavery and the subjugation of 
the South would yet be resorted to; these warnings were scouted, 
and they denounced as traitors and defamers of the Administration 
and its supporters. 

Now, we are eomplacenily told these measures, together with 
the positively ruinous taxation and abridgement of the common 
rights of the citizens, are * Military necessities.” 

These horrors have been brought upon the country against the 
solemn warnings of good and true men, who have received nothing 
in return but abuse and denunciation ; but the time is close at 
hand, and is now beginning to be felt, when all must share in the 
common ruin. All must pay their allotted share of the tax; all 
must assist to pay loyal owners for their emancipated slaves, to 
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support, provide for, and furnish them with homes and employ- 
ment, as well as for the prosecution of a war pushed forward with 
a million of men, which must result in the eternal severance of 
the Union, and if no discrimination is made in the matter of taxes, 
it is not likely-there will be much partiality shown in drafting 
men into the army. 

The bitter fruits of sectionalism and fanaticism are how upon 
us. But few persons will now contend that the war can, or was 
ever intended to, restore the Union. All liberties are denied, 
that do not suit the powers that be, and all laws despised which 
stand in the way to the destruction of the liberty, prosperity and 
happiness of the white American citizen. But this thing is upon 
us. No power can relieve us from the evils aheady inflicted, and 
I fear none will be found sufficient to save us from those so soon 
to follow. That proud title: American citizen, once so much 
coveted by persons from European and other countries, has lost 
much of its charms, and is now coupled with all the crimes known 
to civilized people. My advice to all who think with me is, to 
obey the laws, pay your taxes, discharge every duty you owe to 
the Government ; and I would say to those who think differently, 
(but I know you will not take my advice), show your sincerity by 
volunteering, under the call of the President; shoulder your mes- 
senger of death, and go down into the seceded States and assist 
him in his Jabor of love, and to restore the Union. . 

The civil war now raging in the East must have its influence 
on the whole country. ‘It 18 being felt at this time, by the in- 
creased prices of many of the necessaries of life ; add to this the 
Federal tax, now soon to be levied and collected, and the burdens 
upon the people will be hard indeed. But the thing is upon us; 
and we, as good citizens, should meet it at least to the extent of 
our abilities todo so. Practically it makes no difference whether 
a man assisted in bringing about the present state of things, or 
whether he opposed the policy which produced them, he should 
to the extent of his ability, meet the burdens the laws impose 
upon him, and trust to time and the voice of the people to change 
a policy, the bad effects of which are already patent to the world. 

On a former occasion, I said that I have no hope which would 
survive the downfall of this Government; and I have seen 
nothing since to encourage a hope, after such a consummation ` 
but [, at the same time, expressed fears of such a fatal result, if 
the war policy should be adopted by the General Government.— 
I have seen nothing since to quiet such fears ; but much to justify 
them. I, and others of my political views, have been charged 
with opposing the Government. If to oppose the political views 
of the President, and those who.think with him, be opposing the 
Morse. then, indeed, the charge may well be made ; for I 
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have steadily and firmly opposed it from the time it was incor- 
porated into the platform of a political party in this country ; I 
ever believed that the triumph of these principles, and their prac- 
tical application, in administering this Government, would pro- 
duce the dread results &nd terrible sfate of things now upon the 
country. A factious opposition, simply for the purpose of tram- 
melling the action of the party in power, is,/or would be, unwor- 
thy any lover of his country ; especially at such time as the pre- 
seni, when the Government is engaged in such a stupendous 
undertaking. 

But, where the wisdom of the policy adopted by that party is 
doubted; nay, where it has been proved to be fatal to every 
interest of the country ; why should free citizens be censured for 
canvassing, or criticising, or even offering a stern opposition to 
it? My opposition has been caused by a firm conviction that a 
Government formed, like ours, by mutual consent, and compro- 
misc, must be held together by the same means. Where the sword 
has hewn out and established a Government for itself, the sword 
may very properly be evoked in support of that Government, as 
against subjects before conquered ; but it is contrary to all reason 
to apply such a remedy in a Government like ours. 

I have hoped that 1 was in error, in regard to the policy of the 
administration, and that my fears were ill founded, but as yet I have 
have hoped in vain. In my judgment, the policy of the President 
and theacts of Congress have proved to the Southern people what 
their leaders told them was so, before secession was resorted to. The 
emancipation and confiscation measures have annihilated whatever 
of Union sentiment did exist in the slave States before their adop- 
tion ; nor are they without their effect in the border, and even 
other free States. This fact is evidenced by the fresh impetus 
given to arms of the Southern soldiers in the late battles before 
Richmond, and at other places. But I will refrain from arguing a 
question, which honesty compels me to treat in such a manner as 
to make it odious to you. 1 can only hope—though GE my 
own convictions—that our country may soon be restored to peace 
and prosperity, and that the old Union may be restored, with all 
the rights, privileges and blessings enjoyed under the old Con- 
stitution. 

J cannot close my remarks respecting the general interests of 
the State, without referring to a provision of the Constitution, and 
what appears to me to be a duty of the Legislature under it. 

In section four of the Schedule of the Constitution, it is pro- 
vided that “ No free negro or mulatto, not residing in this State 
at the time of the adoption of this Constitution, shall come, re- 
side, or be, within this State, or hold any real estate, or make any 
contract,or maintain any suit therein; and the Legislative Assembly 
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shall provide, by penal laws, for the removal, by the public officers, 
of all such negroes and mulattoes, and for their effectual exclusion 
from this State, and for the punishment of persons who shall 
bring them into the State, or employ or harbor them therein.” 

It is notorious that many persons of this class have already 
come to the State, since the adoption of the Constitution, and 
are now residing within it$ limits. This is certainly in violation 
of a plain provision of the Constitution. It makes no difference 
whether this is a wisc and just provision in our fundamental law. 
or not: it seems to me the duty of the Legislature is clear, on this 
subject ; and I respectfully commend it to your attention. The 
clause of the Constitution above quoted, is entirely inoperative 
without some legislation under it. Laws must be enacted provi- 
ding penalties, and officers appointed to carry such laws into exe- 
cution. JOHN WHITEAKER.

teer Cavalry, to be mustered into the service of the United 
States, at Fort Dalles, Oregon, for the period of three years, 
unless gooner discharged. - 

The organization of the Company will be one Captain, 
one First Lieutenant, one Second Lieutenant, four Ber- 
geants, four Corporals, two Buglers, one Farrier and Black- 
smith and seventy-four privates. 

Every member of thé Company will be required to fur- 
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nish his own horse and horse equipments, and will be paid 
for-their use and risk such allowance as are now or here- 
after may be established by law. 

The Government will furnish arms and subsistence when 
the organization of the Company shall have been completed 
ahd the Company accepted. 

When fully «organized, I request thát your Excellency

SPECIAL MESSAGE. 


Gentlemen of the Legislative Assembly : 

ARTICLE 5th, of the Constitution of the State, provides that 
the Governor “Shall from time to time give to the Legislative 
Assembly information touching the condition of the State, and 
recommend such measures as he shall judge to be expedient.” In 
compliance with that provision, I respectfully submit the follow- 
ing suggestions : 


CODE. 


A transition from a Territorial to a State organization, always 
requires a change of laws adapting them to the new state of 
things. Oregon had been an organized Territory for ten years. 

The members of the last Legislature found that the Jaws were 
embraced in a number of volumes. And that the bound volume, 
including the practice act, was “out of print,” and could not be 
purchased at any place. Hence, the Legislature wisely appointed 
3, committee to collect and revise the laws. Owing to the absence 
of Hon. Amory Holbrook to the Atlantic States, the other mem- 
bers of the committee selected Hon. M. P. Deady to assist them. 
The temporary absence and sickness of other members of the 
committee, has caused most of the labor to fall on Judge Deady. 

The report is herewith submitted, and I earnestly recommend 
its passage without amendments, unless the same are well consid- 
ered, so as not to destroy the harmony and connection of one part 
with another. , . 

The reportis not as full as might have been desired, but it 
embodies a complete code of practice in all our courts, and many 
general provisions. I trast the Legislature will connect with it 
some other necessary laws and order it printed in permanent 
form. But it may be well to take into consideration the propri- 
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ety of publishing the code and such laws as are passed this session 
in pamphlet form ; and of retaining the committee. or appointing 
a new one, to make further report and perfect this. 

When the Statutes are published in a bound volume, it will 
probably be a number of years before they will be revised and 
published again, whichis. an additional reason why they should 
now be prepared with great care. 

The resolution appointing the code committee, made no pro- 
vision for payment for their labors. I therefore respectfully 
recommend the passage of an act, requiring the Secretary of the 
State to audit and draw warrants on the State Treasurer for their 
labors, at the rate of per day, upon the sworn statement of 
each member of the committee, for the actual time employed. 


PENITENTIARY. 


The Penitentiary has been a subject of considerable Legislation 
and some experiment. Its location is an unfortunate one, as a 
part of it is located on Block No. 106, in the City of Portland, 
upon the property of Stephen Coffin. A part of it is situated on 
Block No. 107, which purports to have Been conveyed for the 
purpose of a- sight for the Penitentiary. The balance of the 
building is situated in the street between said blocks, to which 
the State has not the shadow of title. 

Block No. 107, covers a deep gulch, fifty or more feet deep, so 
that it is impracticable to improve it as the immediate wants of 
the Penitentiary demand. 

Upon this pomt the committee appointed by the last Legisla- 
ture reported : " All the land in the vicinity of the Penitentiary 
belonging to the State, is so broken and rough, that the amount 
required to level and prepare the ground for improvement and 
occupancy, is equal to the expense of erecting and completing 
new buildings and improvements in almost any other locality." 

If the situation of the land was otherwise, one block—two 
hundred feet square—is entirely too small for penitentiary pur- 
poses. In this State where land is cheap, five acres or more 
should be selected and secured. By the correspondence here- 
with submitted, it will be seen that Stephen Coffin, the owner of 
block No. 106, upon which a pat of the Penitentiary is situated, 
is unwilling to sell the land to the State. A high substantial 
wall should enclose the Penitentiary, workshops, &c., which can- 
not be built on the present site, if the Street Commissioner of 
Portland, or owners of private property. should object to it. 

I therefore respectfully recommend, that as early as practicable, 
the location of the Penitentiary be changed to some accessible 
point, where title to enough land ean be secured, possessing as 
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many natural advantages for such an institution as possible. And 
that the present Penitentiary property, or that part of it which 
would be impracticable to remove, be sold, and the proceeds 
applied in building a Penitentiary at a proper point. If the Seat 
of Government was considered permanently located, I should 
recommend its establishment at such point, together with all other 
State institutions, that they might be more directly under the 
supervision of the State officers, and that their workings and 
management might be within the view of each member of the 
Legislature. ` 

In new States, the real, or fancied interests of some town, is 
too frequently made to influence legislation in locating State in- 
stitutions. 

By the provisions of the Act of June 2d, 1859, the Penitentiary 
was leased to Robert Newell 'and*L. N. English for five years 
from the fourth day of June, 1859. The above lessees sub-let the 
same to Luzerne Besser, who now has charge of the institution 
and convicts. 

There are now twenty-five convicts in the Penitentiary, twelve 
persons have heen pardoned by the Governor since the last ses- 


sion of the Legislature, the terms for which five were sentenced , 


SC and they have been discharged, and twenty-five have 
escaped. 
iis the general custom of the Lessee to work tnost of the con- 
vicis outside of the Penitentiary within the City limits, in mills, 
brick yards, and at grading streets, digging ditches, sewers, de, 
While this system has been a. pecuniary benefit to the State, it has 
not answered the ends for which the institution was established, 
Those who need punishment most—the most desperate—are the 
first to escape. . 

Again, the working of convicts around the City, brings them 
in competition with, and degrades the free honest laborers of 


. Portland. It is true, that if convicts work, as they ought to, they 


will come in competition with labor somewhere, but that compe- 
tition should, at least, be equal all over the State and not borne 
by a single elass of laborers in one town. If workshops are built 
within walls, and convicts kept at some mechanical business, their 
competition will be generally with the Atlantic States, with an 
advantage of freights, commissions and interest of money, for 
what they manufacture, in favor of this State. 

T, therefore, respectfully recommed that the system of working 
convicts away from the prison or, prison grounds, be prohibited. 

As the present lease expires some three months before the next 
session of the Legislature, some provision ought to be made at 
all events, directing the management of the institution thereafter, 

Tf five acres of ground was selected nt some proper place for 
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making brick, temporary log buildings could be built as secure 
as the present Penitentiary, aud thereafter the convicts could - 
make brick and build a substantial Penitobtiary, workshops and a 
wall to enclose the same. Thereafter the convicts might be 
employed in making brick for other State buildings now needed, 
or they could then profitably be employed in manufacturing, 
Herewith I submit the report of L. Besser, Sub-Lessee of the 
Penitentiary. : 


INSANE. 


Owing, in part, to the anxieties and disappointments of those 
who come to this county to become quickly iich, and their habits 
of life, there is a very large number of msane persons in this 
State in proportion to its population. 

This unfortunate class of our citizens are entitled to our sympa- 
thies and care. Itis the duty of the State to make permanent 
provisions for their care and medical treatment. and also for the 
deaf and blind, a3 soon as the wealth and condition of the country 
will permit. At an early day, wlule lands are cheap, good loca- 
tions should be selected, upon whieh asylums can be built by con- 
viet labor or otherwise, as the wisdom of the Legislature may 
direct. Umil this ean be done, some temporary arrangements, at 
State or county expense, can doubtless be made with Dis. Haw- 
thorne and Loryea for taking care of the Insane. In view of an 
enlightened and humane policy, worthy of their high standing in 
the medical profession, they have at considerable expense,-c:eeted 
in East Portland, a private Asylum, which is abke creditable to 
themselves and the State. Every convenience for the safety, care 
and comfort of patients, which tho new state of the country per- 
mits, appears to be there provided. 


AGRICULTURAL. : 


The last Congress has manifested a disposition to promote 
industrial pursuits, and elevate the standard of labor in the na- 
tion. I respectfully call your attention to the law establishing 
“The United States Department of Agriculture,” and, also, Agri 
cultural Colleges. The general designs of the former ae, to 
acquire and diffuse. among the people of the United States, usc- 
ful information on subjects connected with agriculture, in the most 
general and comprehensive sense of the word, and to procure, 
propagate and distribute among the people new and valuable 
seeds and plants. 

For several years, efforts have been made to obtain from Con- 
gress donations of public lands, the avails of which should Le 
applied for the endowment of an Agricultural College m each 
State of the raa At the last session of Congress, these efforts 
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were successful. An Act was passed, granting to every State an 
amount of public land, to be apportioned to each State in quartity 
equal to thirty thousand acres for each Senator and Representa- 
tive in Congress, to which the States are respectively entitled, by 
the apportionment of 1860 ; provided, that no mineral lands shall 
be selected, or purchased, under the provisions of the Act— 
When the State selects its lands, they will be under the control of 
the State, and be managed at its expense until the sale. All 
moneys realized, under the law for lands, are required to be inves- 
ted in stocks of the United States, or of the State, which yield 
five per eent., or more, interest. per annum, and the money so 
invested must remain a permanent fund, the interest of which 
shall be inviolably appropriated by each State, which claims the 
benefit of the Act, for thé endowment, support and maintenance of 
at least onc eollege, where the leading object shall be, without 
excluding other scientific and classical studies and including mili- 
tary science, to teach such branches of learning as are related to 
agriculture and the mechanic arts, in such manner as the Legisla- 
tures of the States may respectfully prescribe. in order to promote 
the liberal and practical education of the industrial classes in the 
several pursuits and profession of lifo. 

The proposition of the Government, if aecepted and properly 
carried ont, will doubtless be of incalenlable benefit to Oregon. 
States to be entitled to the lands. must aecept the proposition 
within two years from the approval of the Act by the President. 
That time will expire before the next regular session of the Legis- 
ature in Oregon, hence the necessity for immediate action. 


COUNTIES. 


The rich and extensive gold mines recently discoved in the 
eastern pait of the State, have attracted a large population in the 
vicinity of Jobn Days, Burnt and Powder rivers. In prospecting 
for gold, farming lands have been found on the tributaries of those 
rivers, of greater extent than had been supposed before to exist iu 
thos» regions. I am informed that considerable portions of safa 
lands have already been taken and oceupied by aetual settlers. 

This state of facts, with every reason to believe that there will 
be other discoveries, and more extensive settlements before the 
Legislature meets again, seems to require that there should be 
organized two or more counties. In the fourth judicial distriet 
(including Wasco county) there is already more court business 
than can be disposed of by one judge; and I consider it impracti- 
cable and unjust to require the judges of the other districts to 
perform more labor than they now do, particularly with the small 
salary which they now receive. 1, therefore, respectfully recom 
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mend that if new counties are organized, a new judicial district 
be created, including such counties and Wasco county. 


CORPORATIONS. à 


During the last session of the Legislature a number of petitions 
were presented for charters for bridge and road companies ; under 
the Constitution of the State, no special privileges can be granted. 
Companies must be organized under general laws. 

In some portions of the State roads are easily made, and in 
others good roads can never be made except by private enterprise, 
without inflicting heavy burdens on the few persons living in the 
vicinity of them. The same may be substantially said of bridges. 

There is no injustice in requiring those who travel over good 
bridges and roads, to pay their share of the expenses of making 
them, in proportion to the amount of their travel. 

At present there is no law for the organization of turnpike or 
bridge companies, nor for engaging in other business as corporate 
companies. A general incorporation law should be passed at this 
session of the Legislature, under which incorporate ‘companies 
may be formed to carry on any lawful business. Jt is believed 
that under such an Act, much of the money in the State which is 
now being loaned at ruinous rates of interest, would be invested 
in manufacturing establishments, bridge and road companies, 
xequired for a developement of the resources of the State. 


SCHOOLS. 


By the Constitution, the Governor of the State is made ex- 
officio Superintendent of Public Instrucion. 

There is no law requiring the county superintendents to report 
to the Governor the number of scholars or the condition of the 
school funds, in their respective counties. 

The county Superintendents are the only persons authorized to 
grant certificates to teachers, and there is no person to whom 
teachers can appeal in case the Superintendents abuse their power 
in refusing certificates. I have known instances where great. in- 
justice has been done to teachers, and some person ought to be 
empowered to grant State certificates, to prevent such abuses and 
to accommodate such teachers as are really qualified to.teach a 
common school in any part of the State. 


ESCHEATS. 


Finance Caruthers, late of Portland, died, it is supposed, with-- 
out heirs, leaving real estate to the value of some forty thousand 
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dollars. If so, his property escheats to the State, and I therefore 
“respectfully recommend, that a law be passed providing for the 
selection of an Attorney General of the State, whose duty it shall 
be to represent the State in all such cases. Or that a suitable 
person be appointed in this case to preserve the rights of the 
State in the premises. Í .

` MILITIA. . 


The late Governor of this State in his message of September 
25th, 1860, very properly said : “ There is no State or Territory 
belonging to the American Union, in which a well trained militia 
is more likely to be needed than in Oregon. 

It is notorious that we are surrounded on all sides by a treach- 
erous and warlike race of Indians, some of whom, have been in a 
state of open hostility during. the past summer, and it is as well 
known, that in the event of the United States becoming involved 
in a war with any of the great powers of the civilized world, 
Oregon would be among the first to suffer from a descent upon 
her shores of a well disciplined soldiery.” 

I sce no reason to change that recommendation, in fact there 
is more danger of internal commotions, foreien war and trouble 
with our Indians in thé eastern part of our State now, than then. 

I cannot, therefore, too strongly urge upon you the importance 
of an immediate organization of an efficient military system for 
our State. 


* 


YOTING. 


The purity of the ballot box is indispensable to the safety of a 
rebublican government. 

A person who has no sympathy with our Government, ought 
not to vote. As the law now is, when the vote of a person is 
challenged, before he can vote, he must swear that “he istwenty- 
one years of age; that he is a citizen of the United States, and 
he has resided six months in the State and fifteen days in the 
county, next preceding the election ; and that ue has not voted 
at this election." » 

I respectfully recommend, that the law be amended so as to also 
require persons whose votes are challenged, to take an oath to 
support the Constitution of the United States and of the State of 
Oregon, before they shall be allowed to vote at any election. 

And that no person be allowed to vote at any election author- 
ized by law, who has not paid all taxes assessed.. and due against 
him at the time he offers to vote. 7 
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The unanimity and energy which has marked your labors thus 
far, leads me to believe that under Divine aid, you will have a 
useful session. And if by your wisdom and vigilance, and that 
of the State officers, that peace and prosperity which now sur- 
round us, shall be continued ; a grateful constituency will remem- 
ber you, while all will have abundant reason to be grateful 
to Almighty God.

superintending the erection of the same. This, in connec- 
tion with the other fact, that by the erection of the peniten- 
tiary where it now stands, great and irreparrable injury has 
been done to my property in that vicinity, leads me to de- 
cline to sell to the State; but, while this is true, I am very 
solicitous of obtaining an early decision from you, or from 
the Legislature through you, of the disposition intended to 
be made of the matter.

Five prisoners have been discharged in consequence of 
the expiration of their term of sentence ; named, J. Kearn, 
C. Clayton, Allen Smith, C. Grundy and B. Renolds. 

One prisoner has died; named, Henry Smith. 

Since the adjournment of the last Legislature, twenty-five 
prisoners have made their escape; named, John Evans, C. 
Jennings, R. Ervin, J. Clark, T. Langdon, G. M. Bowen, 
C. Desjarlais, J. Underwood, J. Taylor, Indian Dave, Kilsey 
and Culpus, (two Indians) R. Carmarh, Indian Matt, Indian 
Bailey, Jas. Williams, G. Taylor, T. MeWinney, W. Morri- 
son, C. Crawford, Geo. Rose, D. White and H. Nevils. 

Of this number, six escaped from within the prison walls, 
the balance from the guard while out at work. There were 
also a large number of prisoners who escaped from within 
the prison walls in 1859 and 1860, the names ahd full par- 
tieulara of whieh were given in my report and memorial to 
the last Legislature, and to which I beg to refer you. The 
names of those who have escaped from within the prison . 
walls since my last report, are, R. Ervin, Indian Dave, D. 
White, Geo. Rose, J. McWinney and Charles Desjarlais. 
Of all the escapes that have been made since the lessees have 
had charge of the Penitentiary, over twenty have been 
effected from within the prison walls. There is one pris- 
oner here who escaped during the time of the Territorial 
Government, named Charles Stewart. 

When the contract of lease was entered into between tho 
State and Messrs. Newell € English, it was thought and 
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reasonably presumed by them, and by the undersigned sub- 
lessee, that the prison building was fit and sufficiently secure 
and substantial to safely keep the prisoners within its walls. 
Experience has proved this to be a fallacy, and indeed it is 
now so unsate that the undersigned has to employ a night 
guard to watch the building, both to prevent the prisoners 
escaping, and any confederate that they, or«any of thom may 
have, breaking iuto the prison at night and tuning the 
prisoners loose. To avoid this he has also to employ an 
extra guard at day-time. Iie calls the attention of the Leg- 
islature to these facts, and hopes they will provide by law 
foysuch necessary and indispensible improvements as will 
SE the evils complained of, and that they will also pro- 
vide a guard, both by night and day, to be paid by the State, 
as without it, the undersigned states positively, it is impos- 
sible to keep the prisoners secure. 

He begs Ge to eall your attention to the report and 
memorial submitted by him to the last Legislature, which 
he presumes is amongst the archives of the State, as if more 
fully embraces the various partieulars of improvements and 
requirements then needed, and which now have, from the 
experience of the past two years, become absolutely and in- 
dispensibly necessary, and without which, it is impossible 
for the undersigned to continue on with the lease. 

He hopes there will be some provision made by law, in 
reference to convicts who make their escape and are after- 
wards recaptured, so as to provide for their serving the time 
that they hàve been away from their imprisonment, as in 
the present undefined and unsettled state of the law, he is 
much embarrassed in his action. 

The health of the prisoners has been generally good, no 
serious cases of sickness having occurred during the past 


two years. 
There are now in the prison nine conviets who have made 
their escape and have been recaptured. . 


There are certain indispensible improvements that the 
undersígned has put upon the building; such as building 
additional cells, £e., Se, on which he has made an outlay of 
money. The amount, together with the various items of 
improvement, will be more fully set forth in his report to 
the Honorable, the Leglslature of the State, and which he 
asks to be reimbursed ; also, certain just and equitable 
claims which he will submit to the Legislature, and for 
which he asks to be reimbursed. 

In conclusion, he would call your aitention to the fact, 
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that the term of lease will expire before the convening of 
the next general session of the Leglslature, and that it is 
necessary some provision of law be made for his surrender- 
ing the prison and prisoners to a proper agent of the State, 
and also that provision be made for the payment to him, or 
his assigns, of any just-claum, either in law or equity, that 
may aecrue between the time of the adjournment of the 
present and convening of the next Legislature. All of 
which is respectfully submitted.

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INAUGURAL ADDRESS. 


Gentlemen of the Legislative Assembly : 

Atan early day I may seek an opportunity to call your 
attention to some matters of general legislation. As tv co- 
ordinate branch of the Government, it will afford me plea- 
sure, when necessary, to co-operate with you in the dis- 
charge of your important duties. 

Upon a proper education of a free people, depends the 
stability of their institutions. I doubt whether à republi- 
ean form of government can long exist without general 
education among the masses. The subject of popular edu- 
cation has attracted considerable of my attention, and it 
will be my pleasure, as well as duty, as superintendent, of 
public instruction, to elevate the standard of education, in 
Oregon, as much as my limited influence and acquirements 
will permit. The common school, the academy and college, 
are intimately connected, und each dependent upon the other, 
and should be encouraged. 

We may congratulate ourselves that Congress has pro- 
vided the means for making farming more honorable and 
useful, by donations of land to each State, for the establish- 
ment of agricultural colleges. The friends of free labor 
have long urged the importance of such donations, while 
they have been opposed by those who prefer to do the 
thinking and let others perform the labor. 

Now is the time to accept the proposition of the Govern- 
ment and take the initiatory steps in organizing a system 
of instruction which, I trust, may be of incalculable benefit 
to the rising generation of Oregon. Let the experiment be 
fairly made, and it is to be hoped the result will prove all 
that has been desired by its most ardent friends. 
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Allow me to congratulate you, and, through you, the 
people of Oregon, that peace and prosperity surround us. 
The prospects for Oregon were never more promising, save 
the shadows from the fires of secession which are blazing 
around our childhood’s homes. Though we have had a 
winter of unprecedented. severity and devastating floods, no 
traitorous hand has been raised to tear down our national 
flag and subvert our beloved institutions. A wicked rebel- 
lion is raging east of the Rocky mountains, with all its 
devastating fury. i 

The Border States are being desolated ; the cries of the 
sick and wounded, and moans of the mother, widow and 
orphan, may be heard in every town. These evils, as yet, 
have been spared us. While this is so, it may be well to 
pause and consider how near our feet have approached the 
awful gulf of secession which was yawning, partially con- 
cealed, but a few paces hefore us. A Senator, in whose 
hands Oregon had been “as clay in the hands of the pot- 
ter,” stood in the American Senate on the 2d of March, 
1861, and said: ** Whether the course the seceding States 
have seen fit to take, be right or not, is a question which 
we must leave to posterity and the verdict of impartial 
history." And, speaking of the “Confederate States,” he 
said: “I look upon that government as one of the finest 
experiments on the face of the earth, or in the history of 
mankind, embodying the purest patriotism, the highest 
order of statesmanship and the greatest amount of talent 
and administrative capacity that can be found among the 
same number of people in any government on the. face of, 
the globe.” 

But a short time ago the traitor, Albert Sidney Johnston, 
was in command of the entire military of the Pacific coast. 
And with him came an unprecedented number of arnis, 
sent, too, at atime of general peace with all our Indians. 
Some of the Federal officers on the coast are known to have 
been disloyal. One Indian Agent in Oregon, after the plot 
was discovered and broken up, boastingly left the State, to 


- join the rebel army, in which he now holds a commission. 


Some of the Indians left the reservation ad went to their 
old homes, stating that those who had charge of them had 
told them there was no government now. The re-enaet-: 
ment of the scenes of Kentucky and Tennessee were pre- 
vented on this coast by the attention of Union men and 
vigilance of the Administration. All honor to both! 

The all-absorbing question of the day is, how to put down 
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the rebellion and pay the expenses of the war. <A great 
majority of the people of Oregon are loyal men—willing to 
pay their taxes, aid in the circulation of United States 
"reasury notes without a murmur—to do any act prompted 
by the spirit of our fathers when they mutually pledged to 
each other their lives, their fortunes and sacred honors, to 
establish this Government. There is but one line between 
union and disunion. Those who dre not for us are against 
us. It has been often and truly said that “Eternal vigi- 
lance is the price of liberty D" Mark its pregnant truths at 
this time, and watch those who earp at every real or imag- 
inary error of the Administration, and are complaining of 
the “tax bill,” because a small portion of their fortunes is 
required to preserve civil and religious liberty in America. 
onorable gentlemen, nearly all of you, like myself, were 
elected under a pledge “to support the officers of the Gov- 
ernment in all constitutional means to put down the present 
wicked rebellion." "The proposition that the Government 
has no power to weaken its enemies, in open arms against 
it, by taking their property—that their lives may be taken, 
but not their property—is, to my mind, too absurd for ` 
discussion. A secessionist should have no property, in — 
negroes, or anything else. Property is power; and should 
we leave it in rebel hands, to be wéilded against us, while 
the bones of our countrymen are bleaching on the fields of 
a hundred battles, and while hundreds of thousands of our 
fellow-citizens are liable to share the same fate? I consider 
it my highest duty, as well as pleasure, to do all I can, and 
exert all the influence of my present position, at home and 
abroad, in putting down secession and preserving the best 
Government in the world. And, by repentance, humilia- 
tion-and reformation, we should strive to remove all further 
cause for visitations of God's judgments upon our State and 
nation—remembering that He that ruleth the hosts of 
Heaven, holds in his hands the destinies of nations.

REPORT 
Of the House Committee on Mifitayy Affairs. 


Your Committee, after earnest consideration of the various 
subjects embraced in their department, would respectfully report 
the present militia law, as embodied man Act, entitled “An Act 
to organize the militia.” passed January 26th, 1856, with the 
amendment to said Act, entitled an Act to amend an Act, entitled 
an Act to organize the militia. passed January 22d, 1859, as being, 
with the following proposed amendments to smd Act, which 
amendments we recommend to be made, as nearly a completa 
system for the organization of the militia as could be devised. 

see, 15th of said Act, passed January 26th, 1856, amended to 
read : On application by the Country Judge or Board of Commis: 
sioners of any county, by a certified copy of his or their order 
thercof. the governor shall cause to be sent to such county, at its 
expense. its quota of the public arms, Provided, that the Governor 
may disregard such order, if he deem it necessary, and transmit 
the arms to the Colonel of the district, at the expense of the State, 
or make such other disposition of them as he may deem judicious. 

As above indicated, we recommend an amendment of said Act 
passed January 26th, 1856, entitled “An Act to organize the 
militia,” by the addition to said Act of the following section : 
Sec. — “No person shall be allowed to receive a share of the 
mblic arms, who shall not voluntarily take and subscribe the jot 
loin oath, to be administered by the County Judge or Olerk of 
the county where such citizen may reside: 1 do solemnly swear 
(or affirm) that I will fa:thfully support the Government of the 
United States and of this State, in the manner indjeated by the 
Commander-in-Chief of the armies of the United States and the 
Commander-in-Chief of the militia of this State; this oath taken 
and E without condition or mental reservation, so HELP 
ME GoD. 

We further recommend, that the Governor be authorized by 


E 
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law to appoint a day, at as early a period as practicable, for hold- 
ing a special election, for the election of officers under the militia 
law, the day to be fixed, and all necessary arrangements therefor 
1» be made by proclamation. . . 

We further recommend, that the Governor be authorized to 
order all the cannon belonging to the State, and now in different 
sections of the country, to be assembled at Portland or Salem, and 
placed in the hands of a volunteer corps, to be formed under the 
provisions of Sec. 14th of the militia law. Such a corps, after 
much practice in managing artillery, might be of incalculable ad- 
vantage, should it become necessary in this State, to defend our 
flag by force of arms ; whereas, artillery in inexperienced hands 
is of but little force against an enemy. 

It is farther recommended, that his Excellency, the Governor, 
be empowered to make all needful rules and regulations, for the 
carrying out of the measures as above indicated, and for a' com- 
plete organization of the militia; all precedents, customs and 
laws, set, observed and enacted, saving the supremacy of the Con- 
stitution, notwithstanding ; for, using the language of our Presi- 
dent, “It would be better to violate even the Constitution in ‘one 
instance, than all the institutions built upon it be destroyed.” 

Your Committee, in this connection would suggest; that efforts 
should be made by the proper authorities to procure arms from 
the Government, for the complete arming of the militia, 


We have been prompted to make the above recommendations 
by the belligerent state of affairs at the present time, a state, indi- 
cating, that probably the day is not far distant, when cvery loyal 
citizen should have a musket in his hand.

From the estimated expenses for the past two years, unless 
some contingency should arrise now unforeseen, I think the present 
rate of State tax—that is to say. two, mills on the dollar—will 
meet all ordinary expenses of the State. 

I would call the attention of the Legislative Assembly to the 
fact that there exists no law equalizing the State tax among the 
several counties, the necessity of such a law exists, and should not 
be passed by unnoticed by the present session of this Legislature, 
ae I would recommend that a Board of Equalization be 
created, 

The University Fund remains the same as it did at your last 
session. The law requires that the County Superintendents shall 
report to the Secretary of State at least twenty days before the 
commencement of the regular session of the Legislative Assembly, 
stating the amount loaned, the amount of funds in the County 
Treasury, and other matters, which they hgve failed to do ; this 
fact prevents me from making any report upon this Fund. 

The School Law needs many essential changes in order to 
make it more effective and useful.

Since the last biennial report, the Library has been removed, 
from the small, crowded room in the second story of the Holman 
building, to a commodious room in the third story of the same 
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building, affording ample accommodations for twice as many 
books as now belong to the Library. 

The Act creating the office of Librarian and defining his duties, 
also appropriated the sum of $400, per annum, out of the State 
Treasury for the purchase of books for the Library, to be expen- 
ded under direction of thé Governor. So’far as I know, no 
money has been drawn, or expended, for that purpose. The sal- 
ary of Librarian was also fixed by the same Act at the nominal 
amount of $150 per annum ; I would respectfully ask that the 
same be increaséd to at least $300 per annum.
